Legal. Succeſſor, Neither was ſome of the 
Chief Men of a Great City backward in 
Paying that Reſpe& to him, that was not 
_ confiſtent with their Duty to their Sove- 
reign, they intreated him to drown. his Sor- 
row in a Bowl of Punch, which they would 
prepare for him in the City ſuch a Day, 
with a Deſert of Cheeſcakes and Cuſtards, 
if he would honour them with his Compa- 
ny, which he promis'd to do: They made 
great Preparations. for his Entertianment, 
uch as were never known before in that 
Place. The Numbers of Puddings, Pyes, 
Cheeſcakes, Cuſtards, Tarts, c. were pro- 
digious ; neither was the Slaughter ſmall 
which fell amongſt Oxen, Calves, Sheep; 

The Poultry ſufter'd the fame 
Fate, and there were all Sorts of Wild 
Fowl, neither was any Thing wanting to 
make a ſumptuous Collation : Their Zeal 
to do him Honour made them forget all 
Reſpe& due to their Empreſs,” whoſe Leave 
they forgot to aſk till the very Day the 

eaſt was to be, and then ſent to her in 
ſuch a Manner as deſerv'd a more ſevere 
Anſwer than what they received; however 
that was ſuch, as baulk'd their Expectations 
and ſpoiFd their Show : The Confuſion of 
them was attended with the Confuſion. of 

every one, and every Thing about them; 
the Plates lay the wrong Side upward, and 
the Knives were laid left-handed; the Salt was 
ſpilt, and the Vinegar Cruits were broken 
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upon the Table; the Napkins were thrown 
at random, and the Chairs and Stoles tumbled 
over one another: The Cooks Scolded, and 
the Buttler had let out a Hogſhead of Vine; 
but what was worſe, the Pudding was Dongh 
the Pies Burnt, and ſome of the Cuſtard Walls 
being fallen, the Cuſtard had ſpread all over 
the Oven, and annexed itſelf to every Thing; 
ſo that all things Deng Foy Joyned together 
made, a ſort of a Pudding-Fye-Cuſtard : The 
Meat was rotten Roaſted, and every thing in
